On November 1, 2018, Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) Force and Shooting Rollout Team, 
comprised of Lieutenant Ronald Kopperud, , Sergeant Thomas Arellano, 

, and Sergeant Irys Alvarez, , responded to ay in 
the city of Industry regarding an on-duty deputy involved shooting. Suspect Rashaad 
Franco (Suspect Franco) sustained a gunshot wound to his abdomen and chest. 
Suspect Franco was subsequently transported to the Los Angeles County USC Medical 
Center where he was treated for his injuries. On January 6, 2020, this case was 
reassigned to Sergeant Alfredo Salazar, #4. and later reassigned to Sergeant 
Troy Rodriquez on January 29, 2020. 


Lieutenant Ronald Kopperud confirmed the on-duty watch commander, Lieutenant 
Hugo Reynaga, #8, took reasonable steps to ensure the involved and witness 
personnel did not discuss the incident amongst themselves, or other involved persons 
prior to being interviewed by the assigned investigators. In addition, Lieutenant 
Kopperud confirmed the involved personnel gathered in the company of a supervisor 
until they provided a statement to the assigned investigators. 


Detectives Karen Shonka, i, Mark Perez, #4. under the supervision 


of Lieutenant Scott Hoglund, , from the Department's Homicide Bureau, arrived 
and assumed control of the shooting investigation. Information regarding the shooting 
investigation was included in the Homicide Bureau casebook under Uniform Report 
Number 018-14293-1410-058 [Exhibit A]. 


SYNOPSIS 


On November 1, 2018, at approximately 0322 hours, Deputy McZeal was working 
uniformed patrol as Unit 141K2 while assigned to Industry Station. Deputy McZeal was 
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inside a store located at NN, Industry, conversing with a 

Witness {J During the conversation, they saw a vehicle exit the 
freeway, jump the curb in front of the , hit a signage pole, 
and collide into a parked vehicle in the parking lot of the location. 


Deputy McZeal exited the store to ascertain the condition of the vehicle’s occupants and 
investigate the crash. Witness iif exited the vehicle from the front passenger's seat 
while she yelled at the driver (Suspect Franco) of the vehicle. Witness ignored 
Deputy McZeal’s presence, walked past him and entered the Suspect Franco 
exited the driver's seat, came around the vehicle, and angrily yelled at Witness SEEE 


Deputy McZeal attempted to deescalate the situation by speaking to Suspect Franco. 
Suspect Franco mumbled incoherently while he paced back and forth, appearing to 
ignore Deputy McZeal’s presence. Deputy McZeal asked Suspect Franco if the vehicle 
he crashed belonged to him. Suspect Franco responded to the question by asking 
Deputy McZeal if his patrol vehicle belonged to him. Based on Suspect Franco's 
behavior and mannerisms, Deputy McZeal requested an available unit to respond to his 
location, over the L-Tac frequency, regarding a traffic collision and a possible domestic 
violence investigation. 


While Deputy McZeal spoke to Suspect Franco, he (Franco) walked near Deputy 
McZeal’s patrol vehicle. Deputy McZeal believed Suspect Franco might enter his patrol 
vehicle and gain access to the shotgun and/or other items inside. Deputy McZeal 
stepped toward Suspect Franco to regain his attention. Suspect Franco lunged at 
Deputy McZeal and grabbed him with one hand on each shoulder. Suspect Franco slid 
his left hand down to Deputy McZeal's waist while still holding onto him with his right 
hand. Deputy McZeal felt Suspect Franco was trying to physically control him and 
positioned his hand on Deputy McZeal’s handgun. Deputy McZeal believed Suspect 
Franco was trying the remove his handgun from his holster and was going to shoot him. 
Deputy McZeal feared for his life, pushed Suspect Franco back, removed his handgun 
from the holster and discharged his handgun. Deputy McZeal fired three rounds at 
Suspect Franco from a distance of one to two feet. Suspect Franco turned and ran into 
the 


Deputy Barrera arrived on scene and he and Deputy McZeal broadcast that a deputy 
involved shooting occurred. Deputy McZeal followed Suspect Franco into the store 
followed by Deputy Barrera. Inside the store, Suspect Franco pushed the door open 
and forced himself into a break room and took Witness [llghostage. Upon exiting 
the room, Suspect Franco held Witness [J in front of him while he faced the 
deputies. Deputies McZeal and Barrera were able to grab Witness Jj and pull her 
free from Suspect Franco's grasp and she ran out of the store. Deputies McZeal and 
Barrera handcuffed Suspect Franco and placed a hobble around his ankles. 


The Los Angeles County Fire Department and paramedics arrived on scene and 


transported Suspect Franco to Los Angeles County USC Medical Center where he was 
treated for his injuries. 
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DISTRICT ATTORNEY’S LETTER OF OPINION 

The Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office reviewed the shooting of Suspect 
Franco by Deputy McZeal. In their letter of opinion, dated February 25, 2020, Deputy 
District Attorney Shannon Presby concluded Deputy McZeal acted in lawful self-defense 
[Exhibit D].

EQUIPMENT WORN ON PERSON 


On November 1, 2018, Deputy McZeal was wearing his long sleeve “Class A” uniform 
with a protective vest and Sam Browne duty belt. The equipment worn on his duty belt 
included his Smith & Wesson M&P 9mm firearm, two loaded Department issued 
magazines, handcuffs, expandable baton, handheld radio, oleoresin capsicum (OC) 
spray and keys [Miscellaneous Documents].

Deputy McZeal suffered an approximate five inch abrasion on his left forearm. 
PHYSICAL EVIDENCE 


All physical evidence was located and collected by Homicide Bureau and Scientific 
Services Bureau personnel. A description of the evidence collected and where it was 
collected was included in the Homicide Bureau casebook [Exhibit A, Pages 106-113]. 
Photographs [Exhibit C] of the scene were taken and video surveillance footage 
[Exhibit B] was collected. 


INVESTIGATORS OBSERVATIONS 


The scene was described in detail by Homicide Bureau Investigators Gary Sloan, 

, and Brandt House, —_ and documented with photographs. The scene 
description covered the entire incident and shooting location. The descriptions were 
consistent with the observations of the IAB investigators who responded. 


Forensic Identification Specialist Dave Ozeta, #4. and Deputy John Chun, 

, with the Department's Scientific Services Bureau, assisted Homicide Bureau 
investigators with the processing of the scene [Exhibit A, Pages 106-113]. Their 
description of the scene was consistent with the initial IAB investigator's observations. 
The scene was photographed by Scientific Services Bureau personnel [Exhibit C]. 


WEAPON USED BY DEPUTY MCZEAL 


Deputy McZeal fired three rounds of Department issued 9mm ammunition from his 
Department approved Smith & Wesson M&P, semi-automatic pistol, serial number 
HRH. The firearm was examined by Homicide Investigators Perez and Shonka. 
On November 1, 2018, Homicide Bureau Investigators Perez and Shonka conducted a 
round count of Deputy McZeal's firearm. The firearm contained fifteen rounds (fourteen 
rounds in the magazine and one in the chamber). Prior to the shooting, Deputy McZeal 
was carrying his firearm with seventeen rounds in the magazine and one in the 
chamber. The firearm was later released to Deputy Chun, Scientific Services Bureau, 
who subsequently booked the firearm into evidence for further examination. Deputy 
McZeal's firearm was found to be functional. The Scientific Services Bureau's Test Fire 
and Function Report was included in the Homicide Bureau casebook [Exhibit A, Page 
100].

CRIMINAL INVESTIGATION 

Suspect Franco is currently in custody at Men's Central Jail, Booking Number 5466172, 
with a pending court date of February 17, 2021, under Case Number KA11966401. 
Suspect Franco was charged with the following Penal Code sections: 245(C), Assault 
with a Deadly Weapon on a Peace Officer; 210.5, False Imprisonment of Hostage; 236, 
False Imprisonment; 148(D), Attempt to Disarm a Peace Officer. 

LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 

This incident took place in the early morning hours. The only lighting available was 
artificial ambient light from the street lights, store lights and lights above the gas pumps 
at the location.

Deputy McZeal was seen walking towards the entrance of {EJ while he 
spoke with Suspect Franco. Suspect Franco paced back and forth in front of 
Deputy McZeal. Suspect Franco began walking towards Deputy McZeal and 
closed the distance between them. 


Witness J exited (J and stood near the front doors. 


Suspect Franco reached toward Deputy McZeal with his right hand. Deputy 
McZeal redirected Suspect Franco's hand and arm away from him.

29:35 Suspect Franco opened the break room door and Witness Jj walked out 
in front of him. Suspect Franco grabbed Witness around her waist, 
from behind, once they exited the break room. 


29:49 Witness [J fell backward with Suspect Franco behind her in the hallway. 
Suspect Franco sat on the floor while he held Witness [J in front of him. 


30:43 Suspect Franco struggled to hold onto Witness [J Suspect Franco 
stumbled backwards and fell through the open door into the break room. 
Suspect Franco crawled out into the hallway and laid on the floor. 


35:32 Suspect Franco rolled onto his stomach and was handcuffed by Deputy 
McZeal and Deputy Barrera.

47:19 Deputy McZeal walked towards the store’s break room, followed moments 
later by Deputy Barrera who appeared to be utilizing his portable radio.

52:49 Deputy Fuqua walked towards the store break room, where Deputies McZeal 
and Barrera were detaining Suspect Franco. 


53:06 Sergeant Gomez was seen carrying a Taser and walked towards the break 
room and deputies. 


STATEMENTS 


The following narratives are intended only as a summation of the actual interviews. 
Additional information and the precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the digital 
audio recorded and verbatim transcriptions. IAB Investigators reviewed all reports 
authored by involved Department personnel. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS 

Deputy Clarence McZeal 

On November 1, 2018, Deputy Clarence McZeal, was interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
Investigators Perez and Shonka. The interview was summarized in the Homicide 
Bureau casebook [Exhibit A, Pages 92-94] and an interview transcript was included in 
the IAB casebook [Homicide Bureau Transcript, Deputy McZeal]. 

On January 22, 2021, Deputy McZeal was interviewed at Internal Affairs Bureau by 


Sergeants Troy Rodriquez and Victor Puebla. Deputy McZeal was represented by 
attorney Michael Schwartz of Rains, Lucia, and Stern. 
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On November 1, 2018, Deputy McZeal was assigned to Industry Station, EM Shift, Unit 
141K2. During his interview with IAB investigators, Deputy McZeal was shown 
photographs taken of him in his uniform after the shooting and the interior of his vehicle 
by Scientific Services Bureau [Miscellaneous Documents]. The items were shown to 
Deputy McZeal to assist with his recollection of what he was wearing, the day of the 
incident, and to determine the less lethal options available to him. 


IAB NOTE: During the IAB investigator's review of Deputy McZeal’s 
photograph, taken of his uniform, an Oleoresin Capsicum spray 
holder was not seen. 


Deputy McZeal described his uniform, firearms and the less lethal options to IAB 
investigators. Deputy McZeal stated he had Oleoresin Capsicum spray with him; 
however, his Taser was located inside his patrol vehicle. Deputy McZeal explained, on 
the day of the incident, there was not a Taser holster available at Industry Station for 
him to utilize and wear on his person. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy McZeal stated he possessed a back-up firearm (a five shot, 
2 inch revolver) inside his front left pocket; however,

This was confirmed by I and 
During his shift, Deputy McZeal stated he was at | 

located at in the city of Industry getting a cup of coffee. While he 


spoke with Witness , Deputy McZeal heard a loud crash 
outside the store. He looked outside for the source of the noise and observed a traffic 
collision occurred, as a vehicle came off the 605 Freeway off ramp, across 

EE. and into the parking lot of the I 1AB Transcript, Deputy McZeal, Page 
5]. 


Deputy McZeal exited the J to investigate the traffic collision and ascertain what 
occurred. As Deputy McZeal approached the involved vehicle, Suspect Franco exited 
the driver's seat and appeared confused and looked around the area. Witness 

exited the front passenger seat and walked in the direction of Deputy McZeal while she 
shouted back to Suspect Franco, “I can't believe you did this. Get away from me.” 


Deputy McZeal stated at this time he requested another unit to respond to his location 
using his portable radio over the L-Tac frequency [IAB Transcript, Deputy McZeal, 
Page 6]. Deputy McZeal explained he was uncertain if a domestic violence incident 
occurred between Suspect Franco and Witness S or if Suspect Franco was injured, 
but he was acting “weird” and “confused.” Deputy McZeal further explained, “He 
[Suspect Franco] just seemed like he was looking around. | wasn’t sure exactly what he 
was doing” [IAB Transcript, Deputy McZeal, Pages 6-7]. Based on Suspect Franco's 
actions, Deputy McZeal requested additional units to respond to his location. 
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IAB NOTE: Deputy McZeal stated he utilized L-Tac to make the request, for an 
additional unit, because he and Deputy Barrera had a prior 
conversion and he knew Deputy Barrera was close to his location 
[IAB Transcript, Deputy McZeal, Page 8]. 


Deputy McZeal further explained he tried to maintain a distance of approximately five 
feet from Suspect Franco for safety reasons. Deputy McZeal attempted to ascertain if 
Suspect Franco was alright, as a result of the traffic collision, and if he needed medical 
attention. Suspect Franco mumbled, as if he spoke to Deputy McZeal, but did not really 
speak to him. Based on Suspect Franco's actions, Deputy McZeal thought Suspect 
Franco was possibly under the influence of some type of drug. Without provocation, 
Suspect Franco lunged at Deputy McZeal and grabbed him around the shoulders. 
Deputy McZeal gave Suspect Franco orders to stop, but he did not comply. Suspect 
Franco maneuvered his hands from Deputy McZeal’s shoulders to his waist area and 
Deputy McZeal felt Suspect Franco's “hand on his gun” and he was “trying to remove” it 
from the holster [Homicide Bureau Interview, Deputy McZeal, Pages 16-19 and IAB 
Transcript, Pages 29-30]. 


Deputy McZeal felt if Suspect Franco removed his gun out of the holster he would use 
the gun and shoot him. Deputy McZeal used his left forearm and hand and pushed 
Suspect Franco away from him to create distance and allow him to draw his firearm 
from the holster and shoot Suspect Franco. Deputy McZeal stated he estimated firing 
three rounds in succession from the hip area and in one continuous act and thought. 
Deputy McZeal stopped firing when Suspect Franco turned and ran into the 

and was no longer a threat [IAB Transcript, Pages 13-15, and 31-32]. Deputy McZeal 
described his backdrop during the shooting as a parking lot with some parked vehicle 
and an empty parking lot beyond that. 


Deputy McZeal used his portable radio and broadcasted he was involved in a deputy 
involved shooting, his location and that Suspect Franco ran into 


IAB NOTE: Deputy McZeal stated he momentarily lost sight of Suspect Franco 
when he turned down the hallway and was not certain if he went 
into the break room or the restroom. 


Deputy McZeal did not recall seeing Deputy Barrera arrive on scene prior to Suspect 

Franco running into the store. Deputy McZeal saw Suspect Franco emerge from the 
employee break room holding Witness [lil trom behind and in front of 

himself. Deputy McZeal and Deputy Barrera approached Suspect Franco as he held 


Witness Deputy McZeal spoke with Suspect Franco and tried to convince him 
to let go of Witness , while Deputy Barrera broadcasted status updates over the 
radio. 


Deputy McZeal continued to order Suspect Franco to release Witness [J and to get 
onhis stomach. Additionally, Deputy McZeal told Suspect Franco, “You've been shot. 
We need to get you medical attention.” Deputy McZeal described Suspect Franco as 
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appearing to weaken from being shot. Deputy McZeal and Deputy Barrera used this 
opportunity and reached out and grabbed Witness [Jj and pulled her away from 
Suspect Franco [IAB Transcript, Pages 20-21]. 


Deputy McZeal further explained Suspect Franco was on the floor and he gave him 
commands to roll over onto his stomach. Eventually, Suspect Franco complied and 
rolled onto his stomach. Deputy McZeal and Deputy Barrera approached and 
handcuffed Suspect Franco behind his back. Due to Suspect Franco kicking his legs 
around Deputy Barrera applied a hobble to Suspect Franco’s ankles. Deputy McZeal 
was unable to recall if Suspect Franco was resistive to being handcuffed or while the 
hobble was applied. 


IAB Note: Deputy McZeal was read the video admonishment and shown 
| store surveillance camera footage of the incident to assist 
in his recollection [Exhibit B]. 


After watching the video surveillance, Deputy McZeal stated he did not recall checking 
to ensure his car door was secured or that Suspect Franco attempted to open the patrol 
vehicle's driver's side door. Deputy McZeal also saw that Suspect Franco continuously 
attempted to close the distance between the two of them. 


Deputy McZeal further explained he did not feel there was anything he would have done 
differently regarding the incident, but was concerned regarding his tunnel vision with 
Suspect Franco and the loss of visual contact with Witness SEEE 


WITNESS EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS 
Deputy Armando Barrera 


On November 1, 2018, Deputy Armando Barrera, was interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
Investigators Perez and Shonka. The interview was summarized in the Homicide 
casebook [Exhibit A, Pages 92-94] and an interview transcript was included in the IAB 
casebook [Homicide Bureau Transcript, Deputy Barrera]. 


On December 16, 2020, Deputy Barrera was interviewed at Internal Affairs Bureau by 
Sergeants Troy Rodriquez and Victor Puebla. Deputy Barrera was represented by 
attorney Michael Schwartz of Rains, Lucia, and Stem. 


On November 1, 2018, Deputy Barrera was assigned to Industry Station, EM Shift, Unit 
141K1. Deputy Barrera stated he was in the area of he anran store 
located ae in the city of Industry when he heard Deputy McZeal’s 
request for a unit to respond to his location over the radio, on the L-Tac frequency. 


Deputy Barrera replied over the radio that he was around the corner and would be there 
in a minute. 
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Deputy Barrera described Deputy McZeal’s tone over the radio, when he requested an 
additional unit, as “scared” and “short,” unlike his usual requests. Deputy Barrera 
worked with Deputy McZeal for several years and stated Deputy McZeal’s radio 
demeanor “sent chills down my arm.” Deputy Barrera was uncertain if he responded 
Code-3 and reiterated, he was literally just around the corner from Deputy McZeal’s 
location [IAB Transcript, Deputy Barrera, Pages 5-6]. 


Upon his arrival to the S, Deputy Barrera saw Deputy McZeal engaged in a fight 
with Suspect Franco. Deputy Barrera described Suspect Franco as having both arms 
around Deputy McZeal’s back and waist area and they were struggling while facing 
each other [IAB Transcript, Deputy Barrera, Pages 6-7]. 


Deputy Barrera parked his vehicle a few feet from the [IM island at the location. 
Deputy Barrera exited his vehicle and saw Deputy McZeal push Suspect Franco away 
from him with both hands. Suspect Franco was still within an arm's reach of Deputy 
McZeal and continued to extend his arms toward Deputy McZeal [Homicide Bureau 
Interview, Deputy Barrera, Transcript, Pages 14-17]. Deputy McZeal had his left arm 
up in front of his body, a bladed stance with his gun side back and away from Suspect 
Franco. Deputy Barrera further explained Deputy McZeal un-holstered his handgun and 
fired two or three rounds from the hip at Suspect Franco. Suspect Franco backed away 
from Deputy McZeal and ran into the 


Deputy Barrera stated he broadcasted radio traffic regarding the deputy involved 
shooting at the same time as Deputy McZeal. Deputy Barrera made contact with 
Deputy McZeal and checked on his welfare. Deputy Barrera stated a plan was not 
established before entry was made nto MA Deputy Barrera further stated he took 
over the radio broadcast responsibility for himself and Deputy McZeal throughout the 
incident. Deputy Barrera provided updates and requested the fire department to 
respond to treat Suspect Franco. 


Upon entering the store with Deputy McZeal, they saw Suspect Franco holding Witness 
Py as a hostage in what he described as a “choke hold.” Deputy McZeal and 
Deputy Barrera detained Suspect Barrera at gunpoint and Deputy McZeal gave Suspect 
Franco commands to get on the floor and release Witness ij [Homicide Bureau 
Transcript, Deputy Barrera, Page 21]. 


Deputy Barrera stated Suspect Franco appeared to be weak and lowered himself to the 
floor. Witnesgi leaned towards the deputies and they pulled her away from 
Suspect Franco’s grasp. Deputy Barrera guided her away from Suspect Franco and out 
of the location. Suspect Franco rolled onto his stomach and Deputy Barrera and 
Deputy McZeal approached and handcuffed him. Deputy Barrera handcuffed Suspect 
Franco's right hand while Deputy McZeal took control of and handcuffed his left hand. 
Deputy Barrera further stated Suspect Franco would not stay still and continuously 
moved around on the floor. Deputy Barrera placed a hobble on Suspect Franco's 
ankles to secure him and prevent him from further moving around. Deputy Barrera 
explained Suspect Franco was not resistive during the application of the handcuffs or 
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the hobble restraint [IAB Transcript, Deputy Barrera, Pages 9-11]. Deputy Barrera 
explained he held the hobble restraint until Deputy Fuqua took control of the hobble and 
then he (Deputy Barrera) went outside the store. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Barrera was read the video admonishment and shown 
— store surveillance camera footage [Exhibit B] of the 
incident to assist in his recollection. 


After watching the videos, it provided Deputy Barrera with a greater recollection and 
perception of the incident. Deputy Barrera saw he arrived on the scene of the shooting 
with his overhead lights on. He stated when he drives with his overhead lights on, his 
siren is also activated. 


Deputy Ryan Fuqua 


On November 1, 2020, Witness Deputy Ryan Fuqua was interviewed by Homicide 
Bureau Investigators Perez and Shonka. The interview was summarized in the 
Homicide Bureau casebook [Exhibit A, Pages 95-97] and an interview transcript was 
included in the IAB casebook [Homicide Bureau Transcript, Deputy Ryan Fuqua]. 


Witness Deputy Fuqua stated he was parked across from Industry Station when he 
heard an emergent radio broadcast from Deputy McZeal. Witness Deputy Fuqua 
responded to the indicated location of se store located at 
ae in the city of Industry. When Deputy Fuqua arrived at the location, 
saw two females sitting in front of the [J and heard on the radio that Deputy 
McZeal and Deputy Barrera were inside location and in the back of the store. 


Witness Deputy Fuqua entered the J with Sergeant Gomez and saw Deputies 
McZeal and Barrera detaining Suspect Franco who was on the floor. Sergeant Gomez 
gave Deputy Fuqua a Taser as Suspect Franco was handcuffed by Deputies McZeal 
and Barrera. Due to Suspect Franco rolling around and moving his body, Deputy 
Barrera placed a hobble around the ankles of Suspect Franco. 


Los Angeles County Fire Department personnel entered [J and began to treat 
Suspect Franco. Deputy Fuqua assisted the fire department personnel with lifting 
Suspect Franco onto the gurney for transportation. Witness Deputy Fuqua removed the 
handcuffs and hobble from Suspect Franco at the request of the fire department to allow 
them to treat him. 


CIVILIAN WITNESS STATEMENTS 


Witness M 


On November 1, 2018, Witness [EEE was interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
Investigators Perez and Shonka. The interview was summarized in the Homicide 
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Bureau casebook [Exhibit A, Pages 91-92] and an interview transcript was included in 
the IAB casebook [Homicide Transcript, A 


Witness ES. EEE of BJ. was inside the store having a conversation with 
Deputy McZeal when they heard a loud crash. Witness [i looked and saw a 
vehicle jumped the curb, hit some signs and crashed into Witness s vehicle. 
Witness [J went to the break room and told Witness S. of i. 
what she saw and for Witness [J to come and check on her vehicle. 


Witness [J and Witness J exited the J and stood near the front 
entrance. Deputy McZeal approached the vehicle involved in the collision, to contact 
the occupants and ascertain what happened. Witness [J saw Witness [J as 
she stood by the passenger door “screaming hysterically” at Suspect Franco in an 
“uncontrollable” manner. Suspect Franco exited the driver's door of the vehicle and was 
contacted by Deputy McZeal. Deputy McZeal spoke to Suspect Franco and it appeared 
Suspect Franco was “dazed or confused” and backed away from Deputy McZeal. 


Witness [J explained she went back into the [MJ retrieved her cellphone and 
attempted to call the manager of the store, to advise him of what just occurred. Witness 

saw Witness [iJ enter the store and observed that she did not have any 
shoes on her feet and appeared to have urinated on herself. 


Witness exited the [J again and stood just outside the front entrance. 
Witness saw Deputy McZeal walking backwards towards his vehicle and talking 
on the radio while Suspect Franco approached him and closed the distance between 
them. Suspect Franco and Deputy McZeal were facing each other and began to 
“struggle” and were “grasping” at each other, but “there weren't any punches thrown.” 
Deputy McZeal pulled his handgun from the holster. Witness S turned from 
watching the interaction between Deputy McZeal and Suspect Franco, to enter the 
store, and heard a gunshot. 


Witness [J looked back and saw Suspect Franco running in her direction. Witness 

further explained she ran into the [J and saw Witness [J running into 
the break room. Witness} ran to an opposite corner of the store near the beer 
section. Witness saw Suspect Franco run towards the restroom, near the break 
room. There were no other customers inside the store. Witness BE explained she 
did not see, but heard Deputy McZeal inside the store. Subsequently, she ran toward 
the front doors of the I onc saw Deputy Barrera entering the store. Deputy 
Barrera told her to go outside. 


Witness [I further explained she saw Suspect Franco holding Witness i in a 
bear hug around her waist and from behind her. Deputy McZeal told Suspect Franco to 
“let her go” and Witness [ll repeatedly asked to be let go. Witness [J saw 
Witness get pushed to the floor by Suspect Franco and could no longer see her. 
Witness saw Witness [J run out of the J and they waited for the 
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deputies near the front entrance. Witness Aiii stated she did not hear Suspect 
Franco say anything during the incident. 


Witness i 


On November 1, 2018, Witness {EEE was interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
Investigators Perez and Shonka. The interview was summarized in the Homicide 


Bureau casebook [Exhibit A, Page 92] and an interview transcript was included in the 
IAB casebook [Homicide Transcript, , Pages]. 


Witness B SE of BJ. was on her lunch break in the storage 


room/break room (break room) located in the rear of the store near the restroom. 
Witness [J explained Witness went into the break room and told her that 
someone just crashed into her , which was parked in front of the 
store. Witness I i with Witness| and saw a black vehicle 
crashed near her| Additionally, Witness saw Suspect 
Franco pacing back and forth and Deputy McZeal standing approximately six or seven 


feet away from him. Witness saw Witness J walking around the crashed 
black vehicle and appeared distraught as she repeatedly stated, “Oh, my gosh.” 


Witness [J explained Witness [J entered the J and purchased an ice 
coffee from her. Witness and Witness then walked back outside the store. 
Once outside, Witness further explained she heard a gunshot and she and 
Witness [J ran back into the J, followed by Suspect Franco. 


IAB Note: In reviewing the store video surveillance footage, Witness 
was seen performing a purchase transaction with Witness 
Witness [J exited the and Witness ij remained 
behind the register. Witness as seen running into the 
store and Witness [J and Witness [J ran towards the back 


of the store followed by Suspect Franco [Exhibit C, 18K003, 
/Originals/CHO3, elapsed time 46:44 - 46:46]. 


Witness [J stated she ran to the break room and attempted to close the door 
behind her. As Witness [i pushed the door closed, Suspect Franco placed his 
hand, between the door and door jamb, preventing it from closing. Suspect Franco 
forced the door open and entered the break room. Suspect Franco attempted to close 
the door with Witness [linside, but the door did not close all the way. Witness 

exited the break room and Suspect Franco followed her, grabbed her around the 
waist, and threw her against the wall [Homicide Transcript , Page 4]. 


Witness S further explained she and Suspect Franco fell to the floor and he 
(Franco) was “wrestling” with her. Suspect Franco continued to hold onto Witness 

by her waistline from behind. Witness | heard Suspect Franco tell the 
deputies, “Look what I got.” Deputies McZeal and Barrera pointed their guns at Suspect 
Franco and told him to let her go. Witness [stated one of the deputies pulled on 
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her leg in an attempt to free her from Suspect Franco's grasp. Witness [J was 
eventually able to break free from Suspect Franco, with the assistance of the deputies, 
and ran outside of the store [Homicide Transcript, Pages 18-20]. 


Witness ME 


On November 1, 2018, Witness [EE was interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
Investigators Perez and Shonka. The interview was summarized in the Homicide 
Bureau casebook [Exhibit A, Pages 97-99] and an interview transcript was included in 
the IAB casebook [Homicide Bureau Transcript, I 


Witness S stated on October 31, 2020, she was with Suspect Franco who was 
driving her car on the freeway somewhere near the "where they crashed. 
Suspect Franco was driving extremely recklessly, and Witness S was scared and 
believed Suspect Franco was “High.” Suspect Franco ran into another vehicle on the 
freeway and continued driving recklessly into oncoming traffic refusing to let Witness 

drive. Suspect Franco exited the freeway, jumped the curb, hit a sign and 
crashed into a parked vehicle. 


Witness S explained she exited the vehicle, saw Deputy McZeal and was crying and 
yelling at Suspect Franco. As Deputy McZeal approached her, he asked what 
happened and she walked past him into ‘he BANN Inside the store, Witness 
purchased a drink, walked back outside and stood near the trashcan in front of the 
HEE Witness saw Suspect Franco fighting with Deputy McZeal and trying to 
pin his arms. Witness yelled, “Rashaad!” and attempted to get Suspect Franco to 
stop his assault on Deputy McZeal. Witness [heard a gunshot, saw smoke, and 
Suspect Franco reacted as though he was shot and ran inside the J Deputy 
McZeal followed Suspect Franco into the SAE, followed by another deputy who 
arrived on scene (Deputy Barrera). 


Witness explained she did not see or hear anything that occurred inside the 

| after Suspect Franco and the deputies ran inside. Witness {J further 
explained she was previously told by Suspect Franco that he “fought” with the police in 
the past and she knew him to be “violent” with her. Witness [J told Homicide 
investigators that Suspect Franco slapped her and pulled her hair, the day prior, on 
October 31, 2018, and pushed her out of the driver's seat of the vehicle and onto the 
freeway earlier before they crashed. Witness believed Suspect Franco used 
methamphetamine on October 30, 2018. 


SUSPECT STATEMENTS 
Suspect Rashaad Franco 
On November 11, 2018, Suspect Franco was interviewed by Homicide Bureau 


Investigators Shonka and Perez. The interview was audio recorded and summarized in 
the Homicide Bureau casebook [Exhibit A, Pages 99-100]. During Suspect Franco's 
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interview with Homicide Bureau investigators, he invoked his right to an attorney and 
refused to answer questions regarding the deputy involved shooting. Homicide Bureau 
investigators informed Suspect Franco he assaulted a deputy and tried to take his gun. 
Suspect Franco did not have any recollection of his actions related to his involvement 
with a deputy. 


On November 2, 2020, IAB investigator obtained an audio recording of Suspect 
Franco's interview from Homicide Investigator Shonka. The interview was transcribed 
and included in the IAB casebook [Homicide Transcript, Rashaad Franco].

Gordon called IAB Operations Lieutenant, Ronald Kopperud, #{. on November 4, 
2020, and relayed her desire for IAB Investigators not to contact or speak to Suspect 
Franco regarding the Internal Affairs Bureau investigation. 
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
